STATE HIGHWAY ENGINEER 
DISCUSSES AMENDMENT TO 
BE VOTED UPON JULY 28TH 


Declares Its Adoption by the Voters of Texas Is 
Essential to the Life of Road 
Building Program

The adoption of the proposed state .and federal aid projects 
highway amendment when it cornea up | boundaries which have to spend 
for a vote of the people of Texas on 
the 2Stli of next month is important 
to the interest of good highways in 
Comanche county, in the opinion of 
County Judge F. J. Reese, who with 
the commissioners of the county, and 
in common with other commissioners 
courts in Texas, lias had to consider 
the road building problem from its va­ 
rious angles. 
There are 2s miles of highway No. 
10 in Comanche county, which under 
the 
provisions 
of 
the 
amendment 
would be built and maintained by the 
highway 
commission, 
Judge 
Reese 
says, and which under the present sys­ 
tem the county is not able to build or 
maintain. 
He points out that the es­ 
timate for a bridge over Leon river 
alone, as made by the state liighwaj 
department is $40,000. 
Judge Reese believes that if t oman- 


d i e county 
and 
other 
counties 
in 
Texas are to receive the federal aid 
th at they are entitled to the adoption 
of the proposed amendment is neces­ 
sary. 
He talked with J. 1>. Fauntle- 
roy, s t a t e highway engineer, over the 
telephone last Saturday regarding the 
provisions of the amendment, and in 
pursuance of this conversation reeeiv- 
f ed this week a letter from Mr. Faunt- 
leroy discussing its various provisions. 
The state engineer’s comments are as 
follows: 


Purpose of Amendment 
“In regard to the need of passing, 
on July 2K, the proposed amendment 
to the constitution, whereby the legis­ 
lature wHJ he authorized to take over 
construction and maintenance of the 
state highway system, I wish to ex­ 
plain that under the present system 
all initiative in regard 
to 
highway 
work rests with the commissioners’ 
courts of the different counties and if 
th»» commissioners* court of any coun­ 
ty Is unable to improve a state high­ 
way or neglects to improve it or falls 
to co-operate with the state highway 
commission in improving it, then the

1ms been unsatisfactory both to ttic 
commissioners’ court and to the state 
highway department. 
With the state 
highway department in direct control 
of the engineering work on all state 
highways, the employment of 
inex­ 
perienced 
or 
incompetent 
engineers 
would bo eliminated and only 
engi 
neers of known ability and experience 
would lie placed in charge of highway 
work. 
Bonds Authorized by Vote 
“I am enclosing you herewith copy 
of the proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment and you will note 
by 
reading 
same that in paragraph 0a it is stat 
ed that 
•• ‘An ad valorem tax 
shall 
lie 
imposed only for the purpose of 
retiring the bonds authorized by 
the vote of the people 
of 
this 
state as provided 
for 
hereinaf­ 
ter in this section.’

reference is made in the section or in 
the act itself to any right of the legis­ 
lature to issue bonds. 
This is due to

excise taxes go into the general fund 
and then must be appropriated by the 
legislature for some specific purpose.

gally, under the present laws, go into 
any such county and build any specific 
road, even though it be a designated 
state highway. 
“There are In the state a number 
of counties through which important 
highways are designated and in which 
no interest has ever tieen manifested

But here we t^\ ourselves confront­ 
ed with the present laws which place 
tho maintenance of all state highways 
under the control of the commission­ 
ers’ courts of the different counties. 
It is therefore of the utmost impor­ 
tance that the proposed amendment 
pa*s in July in order that the state 
highway commission muy 
have

only the necessary funds for 
main­ 
taining those highways, hut uLo will 
huve the necessary authority. 
“Another reason why the commis­ 
sioners’ courts should he in favor of 
voting the proposed amendment is that 
nt the present time each county is ob­ 
ligated to maintain all of the state

te cut out this right of the legislator«

Luker r«*gar<ling m ethods of controll­ 
in g or destroying 
the 
grasshoppt*rs 
how appearing in parts of this country, 
and som e fanner« have asked 
that 
Mr. Luker make a visit to their farms 
to advise with them as to the d e­ 
struction of the ikOHts. 


The method which the county agent 
recom m ends in general for 
fighting 
th e grasshopper is contained in a let­ 
ter w ritten hy him to Mr. M. Odom 
of Sipe springs, in reply to inquiries 
along tills line. 
In the letter he says i 
“Poison bran m ash 1« the m ost prae- 
tlcal remedy for the control o f grass­ 
hoppers, 
The form ula for m aking it 
is as follow »: 


“W heat bran 25 lb s .; w hite arsenic 
Or P aris green, 1 11».; lem ons or oran­ 
ges, 1-2 dozen; low grade enne or sor­ 
ghum m olasses, 2 q ts .; w ater 2 gals. 


“Mix the poison and bran thorough­ 
ly w hile dry. 
D ilute the 
molasnes 
w ith tin* amount of w ater as named, 
(2 gallon s), squeeze the lemon Jniee 
in to fiiis 
diluted 
m olasses. 
Then 
grind the riml of the lem ons with a 
m eat chopper and add this to the 11- 
quid also. 
Then m ix the liquid with 
th e poison bran m ixture thoroughly. 
Aft«*r an even m ixture has b«*on ob­ 
tained, add more w ater and mix until

Fine View of Old South Church 


Several hundred men stood In the 
heat of a July afternoon Idly wateh-i 
Ing the work of excavating the cel­ 
lar for the great office building which 
la to stand on the site of the old Prov­ 
ince house on Washington street in 
Boston. 
They crowded 
around the 
board fence, two and three deop, look­ 
ing down Into the hole where steam 
drills bored, 
mines swung slowly, 
great shovels cut Into the soil, and 
men carted dirt. 
Not one was seen 
to tarn about to look up at the Old, 
South Meeting house, which stood' 
diagonally across the street, revealed 
for the first time In many years from 
a distance far enough removed to do 
Justice to Its Wren-llke spire and lta 
to e proportions. 
< 
The first meeting house on this site 
was built ln 1660, in the garden of the1 
John WInthrop mansion, which then 
belonged to Mary Norton. 
It was a* 
little church of cedar wood, but here 
Benjamin Franklin, who was born 
Just across the road, was baptized In 
1706. 
Here also Margaret Brewster 
appeared In “sackcloth 
and ashes” 
during service to give the congrega­ 
tion solemn warning because of the 
persecution, of the Quakers. That was 
ln 1677. 
About twenty years later 
Judge Sewell stood up In hla pew 
while his confession for hla part ln 
the witchcraft delusion of 1602 was 
read. 


Historic Mooting Houoo of Provlnolal 
and Revolutionary Day* 
The present brick 
building was 
dedicated ln 1780 and ln the course 
of the next century aaw many stirring 
town meetings which were too large 
for Faneull hall. 
In March, 1770, 
such an overflow meeting waited here 
while Samuel Adame sent back and 
forth negotiating with Hutchinson un­ 
til he yielded and withdrew his regi­ 
ments from the city. 
On November 
27, 1773, a gathering of fi.OOO citizens 
resolved that the tea on which King 
George hade them pay a tax, should 
not be landed. 
On December 16 of 
the same year 7,000 citizens waited 
here by candlelight for the return of 
a eeurler who had been dispatched to 


MUton to ask Hutchinson for redress. 
,When he brought word that there 
would be none, a 
war whoop was 
raised outside the church and a group 
;of 
patriots, 
disguised 
as 
Indiana, 
rushed down to Griffin’s wharf where 
•the ships were lying and pitched the 
tea 
overboard. 
Another 
dramatic 
•scene occurred In 1773 when Joseph 
Warren entered the pulpit from a 
¡window above to deliver his now fa- 
;mous oration on the Boston maaaa-

Europe, Is today the fitting meeting 
place of Idealists and reformers. And 
King’s chapel, also only a few blocks 
away, la now Just as when the be- 
ribboned and belaced officers of the 
British army and their Tory hosta at­ 
tended service there, a dignified and 
jbeautifnl place of worship. 
Obvious­ 
ly the Old South cannot compete with 
the “Cradle of Liberty” aa a meeting 
place for young America, nor can it 
aerve in its first capacity without 
many changes and a continuous sacri­ 
fice on the part of the congregation 
4n going far downtown on Sunday 
mornings. 
So it has come about that 
today the Old South church Is for the 
average Bostonian only a historic and 
cherished exterior.

San Diego, Calif., June 22, 1923.

The Comanche Chief. 
Dear S ir:—I 
We arrived here in San Diego on June | 
20. 
It is a tropical climate but real 
cold the last five days. 
Plenty 
of 
oranges on the trees but It looked to | 
me like they would freeze 
when 
I j 
drove in. 
We ciime overland in a Buick six. f 
We broke one rod 011 our emergency 
brake and one valve spring, had about j 
six flats. 
Our car shows two thous-1 
and miles sine»? we left home. 
We came by El Paso, Texas, Dem- 
iug, New Mexico, to Douglas, Tucson 
and Phoenix, Arizona, and into Oali- 
fornia at Yuma, Arizona. 
Wc were in the hot part of the 
United States but we hit it all in a 
cold time. 
We crossed the sand de­ 
sert on the old board road; the wind 
had blown the sand up knee deep In 
some places on the boards and the 
men were there raking it 
off 
the 
hoards. 
The part that made the 
greatest 
impression on me was the absence of 
rain. In the 2000 miles wa had about 
ten drop« of rain fafl on our wind­ 
shield. 
We went up to the Roosevelt dam j 
in Arizona and I am sorry for any 
white man that makes the trip 
up 
there. 
It seems all right for aa In­ 
dian, aa there are thousands of them 
there and on the road. 
We stopped In some towns where 
the Indians, Mexicans, Chinamen, ne­ 
groes and whites all sat together in 
the ball parka, restaurants and pub­ 
lic places. 
(Comanche county for me, 
Mike.) 
It Is only a question of time 
until I will be back to the 
white 
man s country when* there is not any 
negroes and Mexicans on the ball nine. 
In pie Imperial valley we saw them 
loading truin loads of cantaloupes. 
There is my wife, f«* ¡r children, and 
my niece, Jessie Jm 
«on 
of 
Rnle, 
Texas, in our crowd. 
V’e are all fln$ 
travelers. 
We meet 
Texans all the I 
time here. 
A man w ¡1 walk up and 
*ay: 
“Hello, Longbor 1.” 
There is a 
man here ln the 
«»!ae 
apartments 
from Hereford, T exa«. 
We will more on up the coast soon.
